C. Rensman to End Life, 


Bernard C. Rensmnn. son of Mr. and 
Trs. Bernard Rensman, died shortly 
ftpr six o'clock Wednesday evening at 
be homo of his parents, 707 "Walnut 
treet, from swallowing a dose of cur- 
iclic acid shortly before that hour.

Though details are lack- 
ng the general belief is that Rensman 
committed suicide, as he had been suf- 
fering with tuberculosis for several 
months, and It is thought that despair 
nf becoming well again caused him to 
take, his own life.

GEORGE V IS CROU'XED. 


The house by a large majority has voted to reject 


the Bristow amendment to the resolution for direct 
election of senators and the measure will now go to 
conference. 
The house clearly indicates that the 


senate must recede and adopt the resolution as the 
house passed it or witness its defeat. The Bristow 
amendment provides that senatorial elections shall be 
under federal control and this has aroused the hostility 
of the southern senators and congressmen and has pro- 
voked much antagonism among the democrats from 
northern states. 
It may result in deferring the re- 


form to another session. 


The fifth George of Great Britain was today in- 


vested with the crown, robes and scepter of his hered- 
itary office. 
He has come upon the. theater of his 


realm's government and politics in the midst of an 
epoch of mighty change. 
An old order is going and 


a new and better order is taking its place. The peo- 
ple of the most democratic monarchy on the planet are 
steadfastly pressing forward to possession of their 
own. Land laws, tax laws, educational laws and in- 
dustrial laws are in the heat of great reforms. The 
peerage, the drag of dead weight on the country's pro- 
gress in government and its achievement in domestic 
advancement, is itself being relegated to a place where, 
if it cannot do much good, it at least is incapable of 
further great harm. 
George V faces this peaceful 


revolution and its triumph will be the greater part of 


the history of his reign. 


Yet, singular as it may appear, this tremendous up- 


rising and overflow of the spirit of democracy does not 
indicate that people of Great Britain have abated nor 
does it presage that they will in anything abate a whit 
of their devotion to the monarchical forms. 
It was a 


trite prophecy in the latter days of Victoria's long 
reign that her death would witness the extinction of 
the monarchy and the conversion of the British forms 
of government into republican institutions of which the 
essential parts already had as they now have the com 
plete substance. The accession of the popular Ed- 
ward, with his good sense, infinite tact and masterful 
abilities in statecraft united to an abounding sympathy 
with the concerns of his people, served to strengthen 
instead of weaken the hold that the immemorial tra- 
ditions of the monarchy had upon the universal heart 
of his dominions. There is no sign that the founda- 


• -tions of the throne are crumbling. 
There is no har- 


binger of a republic. 


King'George's wiser part will be to consider the 


militant spirit of the British democracy and at least to 
go with it if not to lead it. Lacking perhaps in the 
ties of deep affection that united the people to his 
royal father, he nevertheless begins his reign well es- 
teemed and well wished. 
His regime has opened 


auspiciously. It should make one of the greatest chap- 


ters in English history.

Various state legislatures have enacted measures 


quiring u greater or less degree of publicity of campaign 
fund contributions. Congress has passed a law ostensi- 
bly designed to provide some measure o£ such publicity 
and now the democratic house has sent up to the re- 
publican senate a bill calling for the publication of. such 
contributions before as well as after election. 


Among public men of both the great parties there is 


always manifest—in their speeches—a perfervid enthu 
siasra for publicity. 
The curious thing about it all i 


that when they have opportunity to put their preach 
merit into practice something almost always happens 
prevent real publicity. 


There has been a tremendous lot of talk in the las 


few years about publicity of the affairs o£ the great coi 
porations and combinations that make up "big bus! 
ness.". The interstate commerce law has at last fur 
nished the means by which pretty much all the affair 
of the railroads can be brought to such light as -man-, 
ages to percolate through the more or less opaque vol- 
umes of the interstate commerce commission reports. 


When the fight was on for the enactment of the cor- 


poration tax provision in the tariff law o£ 1D09, one ot 
the most strongly urged arguments for it was the pub- 
licity that it would give to corporate affairs. 
But no 


sooner had that law gone into operation than a way was 
found—by a decidedly strained construction of the law 
—for preventing any publicity until congress could come 
to the rescue with an amendment doing away with the 
publicity feature of the statute. 


The biggest corporation in the new world is the gov- 


ernment of the United States, and over its doings the 
softest, of soft pedals is always pressing. Nothing is 
quite so difficult as to inject, a little real publicity into 
the doings of the grea,t. general corporation of the peo- 
ple of the United States. 


It is conceivable that there are certain parts of the 


government work which are not. susceptible to publicity. 
For some reason, diplomatic tradition is all against pub- 
licity in the realm o£ foreign relations. Since that 
the view of all countries, it no doubt would 
hinder 


rather than h'elp matters for this government to in- 
augurate the reform of giving publicity to its diplomatic 
doings. But when you come to consider the case, there 
is more than a little to be said on the side of publicity. 


It is the business of the people, a£ter all, that is being 


transacted at Washington, and what, right have the serv 
ants of the people who are transacting it to withholc 
even the most, minute details from their employers? 


In the department of justice there are many matter: 


constantly under consideration which rightfully are kep 
under cover. Otherwise the ends of justice might easily 
be defeated. But under what conception o£ govern 
mental necessity or advantage is the business of the de-j 
partment of agriculture entitled to the least degree of j 
concealment? Or. for that matter, the business of most 
of the other departments? 


The military preparations of the war and navy depart-i 


ments migh't be rendered valueless by publicity, buc' 
what, is there about Ihe appointment of a postmaster 
that justifies consideration behind tightly closed doors?

president gives week after -week to that business. And 
every bit of It is done on the "confidential" basis. Why? 


When a man runs for elective office he is compelled 


to go before the electors and make a public campaign. 
Why should a man seeking an appointive office be re- j 
lievod from the necessity of having the public know all 
about him and his case? Appointive places are as much 
parts of the governmental system as elective. 
What 


peculiar characteristic do they possess that rightfully 
differentiates (.hem from elective offices? 


The habit, of secrecy in making such selections is the 


hope and the resource of the spoilsman. We fancy that 
if after each visit of a place-hunter to the president a 
full statement of \vhat had been said in tbe executive 
offices were given out. on official authority, there -would 
be a vast reduction in the number of hours spent by the 
president in listening to such appeals. 


Why should it not be done? That, would be a proper 


publicity of business that is genuinely public, and 
it 


would be profitable to the public, -too.

The strains were taken up at 
each succeeding section of stands along 
the route until perhaps the largest 
cheer ever known to 
history 
was 


simultaneously singing the national 
anthem. 


The procession was then re-formed 


for the return to Buckingham palace. 
The order of the processions was re- 
versed, that o£ the king and queen 
coming first. The appearance of their 
majesties with their crowns was the 
signal for renewed cheering, the wav- 
ing of handkerchiefs and the clang- 
ing ot bells. It was a thrilling show, 
to which the king and queen smilingly 
bowed their acknowledgements. 


Acclaimed Along the Route. 


Through Cockspur street, in

si t ping offices of which many Amer- 
icins had seats, and into Pall Mall the 
cavalcade proceeded, everywhere greet- 
ed with cheers and cries of loyalty.
